Allowable Claims 

1 . Claims 1 and 3-40 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1, 29 and 38, in combination with other limitations of the 

claims, the prior art of record fails to disclose or specifically suggested upon selection of 
two or more responses used to construct said complete statement by the user 
employing the user interface of the communication device, accessing pre-recorded 
voice snippets corresponding to the selected responses and transmitting a playback of 
the accessed voice snippets to the remote party over the communication link.
